4. Chair’s Remarks 

The Dean made the following remarks: 


° The Master Space Plan was submitted on February 13, 1998. It will re-emerge and be 
returned to the Faculty, after it has been reviewed by the Facilities Planning Office. 


° On February 13, a meeting on the Capital Campaign was held with the Advancement Office 
and several members of the Faculty. Progress-to-date was reviewed, with Advancement 
requesting specific information and potential donors on several of the newer projects. 


° A full day workshop on the Code of Ethics was held on Thursday, March 5, 1998. 
Several very interesting case studies were presented.

° M. Corwin asked if the Master Space Plan submission was being coordinated with the 
actvities of the Task Force on the Re-Vitalization of the Loyola Campus. As the latter has

not yet completed its report, he asked whether it would be sent forward to the Master Space 
Plan later. 


In response, Acting Dean Hughes stated that though the report has not yet been submitted, 
this process seems to have been “mysteriously” coordinated. 


In her capacity as Associate Dean of Graduate Studies and Research, R. Hale is working 
on the Capital Campaign as well. She has recently met with Advancement and is trying to 
develop some ideas around “thematic” areas for graduate fellowships, e.g. ethnicity, 
gender, etc. She encouraged anyone who had ideas to contact her. 


Regarding the Code of Ethics workshop, several members (M. Corwin , H. Johnson, E. 
Mongerson) suggested that mini workshops, perhaps by department, should be conducted 
in Fine Arts. 


There were several announcements: the MFA Open House is on March 13, 1998, 
Contemporary Dance students at Concordia are collaborating with their colleagues at 
UQAM, and the CAA Conference was held from February 25 -28, with several people 
from Concordia attending.
